Outlay of Half a Million Pouuds 
Called For by Additions to 
Foreign Fleets. 



Four Immense Armored Cruisers to 
Be Built at Once and Other 
i Additions Lilcely. 



Lo»\DON, July 27.— In committee of 
supply, in the House of Commona to- 
day, Right Hon. George J. Goschen, first 
lord of the admiralty, announced a sup- 
plementary naval estimate of X500,000, 
which he said was necessitated by rapid 
additions to foreign navies. It in pro- 
posed to utiliza this ampunt in the im- 
mediate .eommencement of the conBtruo- 
tioii of "four additional very fast armour- 
ed cruisers of 11,85Q tons each, capableof 
the double duty of taking part in action 
with battleships and protectint; the lines 
of communication. In addition to these 
£00,000 ■will be spent for new torpedo 
boat destroyera. The completion of the 
ships now in courBe of construction will 
be accelerated so as to leave the coming 
year free for new designs. 



TEOOPS FOE ALASKA. 

Preparations 'Well Advanced for the Sol- 
i diers to Leave Seattle Next Week. 

Wahhinoton, July 27.— The principal 
topic of discussion at to-day's cabinet 
meeting was tiie legal aspect of the pro- 
posed establishment of a military post 
in Alaska, near tho gold fields. In some 
quarters there is no doubt as to the pow- 
er'ot the executive to establish a post 
without specific authorization, but the 
weSeht of opinion appears to favor the 
exercise of such a right by the executive 
aS-Sari emergency measure. Secretary 
Alger has already made the necessary 
preparations fot carrying out at once 
plans to establish the post. Tlie 
commander of the troops will 
be Captain 1'. H. Ray, a man 
well known for liis soldierly ability and 
with a line reputation as a leader of ex- 
peditions, having establishad the United 
States relief station at Point Barrow, the 
fartiiest north in Alaska. He wintered 
at this frigid place, and is well acquaint- 
ed with the wants of the projected ex- 
pedition. The post will be established 
near Circle City. 

The North American Transportation 
and Trading Co. has offered to transport 
the troops ta Alaska and land them at 
their destination for $150 per man and 
$80 per ton for freight. The steamer will 
sail from Seattle on August 5, the latest 
date which will ensure their safe arrival 
at Oircle Oity before the winter begins. 
The steamer will proceed to St. Michaels 
and there will tranship to a river 
steamer. 

Orders have been sent to San ]'"ran- 
cisco to provide every thing necuaeary in 
the way of complete suppliea of food and 
lieavY winter clothing, and an order has 
been telegraphed to Philadelphia to send 
along a number of tents of a new de- 
scription constructed to keep out the 
cold Arctic winds. 

S.\N' Fu.iNt isco, .luly 27. — In response 
to a telegraphic inquiry as to whether he 
could spare a full com puny of infantry 
for the establishment of a post at Circle 
City, Alaska, for the protection of .Am- 
erican interests. General .Shatter, com- 
manding the department of California, 
has notifled Secretary Alirer thap a com- 
pany could easily be organized at 13 
hours' notice for service in Alaska, and 
asked for full instructions. 

General Shafter is prepared for an 
order to despatch his company iiortli 
iraiiuMliiitcly in ordiir that it may reach 
the Yukon before navigation closes, lie 
expressed the opinion that the company 
would leave licre in a special train for 
Portland, Oregon, and that it will i)rol)- 
ably be joined there by a company from 
tho department of the Columbia. The 
oliiccra to accompany the company will 
bo a major, surgeon, captain and two 
lieuteiiantH, all of whom have been 
selected from tho volunteers.

ACTIVITY IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

Shipping Officers Besieged by Hundreds 
Whose Thoughts Are of Eldorado. 

S.\N Francisco, July 27.— The throngs 
about every shipping ofiice that has even 
the remotest Alaskan relations have by 
no means diminished. It would seem 
that the only eircumstances which pre- 
vent a wholesale exodus from Ban Fran- 
cisco is the limit to the transportation 
facilities. Not only strong men, whose 
broad backs, bronzed faces and work- 
worn hands tell of previous experience 
with the labor that literally sweats the 
brow, but clerks and professional men 
and women in hundreds are seeking for 
information of transportation to the land 
whose nuKgets are to be had, they 
think, for the picking up. Every day 
sees some new scheme for overcoming 
the difiiculties in the way of reaching 
the Klondyke, and the fleet of Bteamera 
and schooners pressed into the service is 
growing steadily. 

ThelaiteatOf the Klondyke transpor- 
tation Oo. schemes is being engineered 
byCapt. Harriman,of the firm of Harri- 
man & Mills, who lias mapped out a 
plan for reaching the diggings by the 
middle of September. He will cfiarter 
a large sailing vessel, and the party will 
consist of sixty men, each of whom will 
take one ton of provisions. No 
one will be permitted to go unless he 
takes this quantity. Each one will he 
harped .$225 for the trip, and Captain 
Herriman thinks that for ttiis sum he 
can land them in Dawson City before 
September 20. The ship will carry the 
large lighter, and a steam launch will be 
used to tow the lighter from St. Mich- 
ael's to the Klondyke. After reaching 
St. Michael's the cargo and passengers 
will be transferred to the lighter. Capt. 
Herriman will return to San Francisco in 
the vessel. The party will be conducted 
to their journey's end by one of the firm 
who is acquainted with the river. The 
Alaska Commercial Go.'b steamer Excel- 
Bir, which left to-day, will not make an- 
other trip to Aliaska before Jane of next 
year. 

THE BLUFF TVOEKED. 

Demonstration by a U. S. 'Warship to Im- 
press the Enlers of Morocco. 

Tangiers, July 27. — The United States 
warship Raleigh arrived this morning. 
General Bui ke reports he has been re- 
ceived everywhere along the coast with 
marked respect. He has not yet re- 
ceived au answer from the Sultan to the 
demands made upon him growing out of 
the recent irritating attitude of the 
natives toward American citizens, but 
the reply is expected daily, and it is 
understood that the government will 
make the concessions asked. The de- 
monstration made by the Raleigh has 
evidently liad the desired efTect, and the 
Moors will hereafter show, more consid- 
eration for the persons and property of 
Americans in Morocco. 



IMPfilSONED AMERICANS. 

Only Five Now Locked Up in Cuba and All 
Caught Red-Handed. 

WASHixaxox, July 27.— Consul-Gen- 
eral Lee has informed the state depart- 
ment that in the event of tbe release of 
the American, Louis Somelian, now con- 
fined in jail at Havana, there will re- 
main of American citizens imprisoned in 
Cuba, in addition to thefiv'e Competitor 
prisoners, only the following: Manuel 
Fernandez, confined in Fort Cabanas ; 
Rafael Fernandez Y. Diaz, at Sagua La 
Grande : Julio, Thomas, Sainz and Frank 
(\gramont, at Santiago. All of these 
prisoners are charged with rebellion 
with arms in hand, and are held subject 
to the ordinary military jurisdiction. 
The United States consul at Mauziiiiillo 
lias cabled the Secretary of State a con- 
tradiction of the story that Albert Shis- 
ser, an American, iias been captured by 
Spanish troops and taken to that place, 
lie says that nothing is known of Slus- 
ser's arrest.

tlie Klondyke Placers. 



Every Alternate Claim Also to Be' 

Reserved and Put Up to 
j Competitiou.

Ottawa, July 27.— For two daya the 

cabinet has been in session discussing 
plans for organization of the famous 
Yukon district, and at the close of the 
final sitting this evening, the govern- 
ment's policy was announced. As al- 
ready stated, the decision in regard to 
customs is that two officers from the 
Victoria custom house, Measss. Hinds 
and Hall, will be despatched to a 
point near Lake Tagish, where all 
goods sent inland by the Dyea 
route can be intercepted. At that point 
also a strong mounted police post will 
be erected. It is intended to bring the 
totai strength of the Yukon police up to 
100 ofhcers and men, there being 20no'w ' 
in the district. 

The plans for a mail service contem- 
plate regular monthly trips between'' 
Dyea, at the head ot navigation on the 
Lynn Canal, and Fort Selkirk, on 
the Yukon river, a distance of 
400 miles. Fort Selkirk is 180 
miles from Dawson City. Along this 
route it is proposed to establish small 
police posts fifty miles apart; These will 
serve as stations for dog-trains carrying 
mails, and also for the relief of such , 
travellers as may make the journey over- 
land during the winter. 

The government has also determined 
to test the feasibility of connecting Daw- 
son City with Dyea by means of a tele- 
graph line. Should it bo found imprac- 
ticable to construct the ordinary over- 
head system, a sort of land cable maybe 
employed to convey the wire. It will, 
of course, be laid on the surface. 
In the meantime the survey, wliich is 
being made under the auspices of 
the department of the interior for a route 
overland from Dyea will be pushed with 
all expedition, and upon the surveyors' 
report will depend the carrying out of 
theproposal which the government BAa ' 
still under consideration of the coas'triicl- ' 
tion of wagon roads through^the coantry : 
at least to. the bead: -of ..uninterrupted . 
navigation on. the Yukon, river.,: 

But as afTects the mining interests, 
perhaps the most important decision ar- 
rived at is to impose a royalty upon the 
output of the placer diggings. Under 
the new mining regulations established 
last May the cost of registering a claim 
was increased from ifo to $1.';, while an 
annual assessment of $100 is to be 
paid by the holders. What the 
government has now decided to 
charge in addition to this is a royalty of 
10 per cent, upon tlie output of all claims 
yielding ifuOO and under montlily to each 
claim, and a royalty of 20 per cent, upon 
each claim yielding over that amount 
per month. 

It baa also been decided to reserve to-i 
the Dominion every alternate claiiQ ia\ 
placer grounds henceforth' staked'ofT.. 

i\.mong those posted in mining mat- 
ters the opinion is freely expressed that 
the government has bitten ofl" consider- 
ably more than it will be able to chew 
in regard to this royalty, inasmuch as it 
will be next to impossible to so super- 
vise the output of these thousands of in- 
dividual claims as to collect royalty upon 
the exact yields. 

Moreover it is thought that if collect- 
ed at all the brunt will fall upon the 
Canadian claim holders, who, wiiilethey 
may not be deemed more strictly honest 
than their American fellows, will cer- 
tainly be more liable to submit to in- 
spection of their workings and an 
otiicial estimate of the gold they BQCceed 
in saving. Another obstacle to the 
collection of sucli a royalty 
the fact that the mines 
all lie within a comparatively 
short distance of the boundary. There 
is nothing, therefore, to' prevent the 
miner who has secreted tho bulk of hia 
dust carryinc it on quietly down the 
river to to the boundary line, and once 
in American territory he is no longer 
amenable to the Canadian tax collector. 
tVt all events very little gold will go out 
by the overland route and Canadian min- 
ers will take care not to land with their, 
dust at a Canadian port on the Pacific.

FIGETING IN IDIi 



A Whole Valley iu the Chitral Ee- 
- spondB to a Fanatical Cry 
for Holy War. 



Trihesmen Make an Attack on the 
British uara^ khd Belnforee- ' 
raents Sent For. 



Lo.Nuo.v, July 28.— The Times tbia 
morning prints a dispatch from Simla 
which says yet another proof is given of 
the wave of fanaticism which is sweep- 
ing along the northwest frontier. The 
story is curious, as showing how 
quickly the tribesmen can be 
gathered and how readily they re- 
spond to the appeal qI fanatieiam. 
Since the Ohitral campaign ended the 
valley has been perfectly peaceful. 
Trade has developed, and the Swalis 
have been contented and have shown no 
sign of disall'ection. On Monday, how- 
ever, without the least sign or warning 
tlie whole population underwent a sud- 
den change. 

Th eiirst news that reached Malakand 
was that a disturbance had occurred at 
Than, near Ohakgara bridge. A few 
hours later news ' was received that a 
mullah had gathered a force o£ armed 
men raising the cry of " Holy war," In 
the evening it was reported that he was 
advancing towards Malakand and 
prepiirations were nnxdo to send 
a column in the morning to dis- 
perse tlie gathering. The tribal 
levies, who fleil as the mulah advanced, 
reported that Malakand would be at- 
tacked at three o'clock in the morning. 
The camp was alert, but the attack was 
delivered at 10:.'?0 o'clock at night, a 
very unusual hour. An attempt 
was made to surprise the camp, 
and a fight ensued which resulted 
in the iril>e3men being repulsed. 

At daybreak Colonel Meiklejohu sent 
a column to reconnoitre and to pursue 
the enemy. This force discovered that 
the whole v&Uey was in arms, and that 
it was impossible to open communication 
with Ghakard. Instead of being dis- 
ibeartened by the failure of the night at- 
tack, the tribesmen prepared to renew 
hostilities, ami Ooionel Meiklejohn 
accordingly i)repared for defence. He 
wired for reinforcements, which liave 
already reached Ghakard. Nothing is 
feared now, but that the report of tlie 
rising spreading rapidly may Htimnlate 
the tribesmen to attack the expedition 
to the Torchi vallev. 



FOKTUGUESE TfiOUBLED. 

RebeHiou Rife In Their Soutli African Pos- 
sessions and Their Forces .

LoNnoK, July 28.— Tlje Daily Mail's 
Capetown correspondent eays no news 
has reached Delagoa Bay of the expedi- 
tion sent by Governor Albuquerque, of 
Mozambique, to relieve Ohamtsootu fort.

(From Our Own Correapoadeut.) 

V.\.Ncouvi:i£, July 27. — Grant Govan is 
at the Hotel Vancouver. lie said to a 
Colonist reporter this morning: "I 
have just returned from a trip through 
the Kootenays, and to-morrow I go up 
North to takeover the Shoal Bay Trading 
Company property, rights, privileges and 
good-will. I intend visiting Victoria 
at my earliest convenience. While in 
ICngland I was considerably vexed and 
very much surprised at the childish non- 
sense published in one or two mining 
papers in British Columbia regarding 
the modus operandi of our B. C. 
Gold Fields Company, Limited, 
These slanderous articles were ac- 
tually sent by the editors of the 
papers they were printed in to every 
mining and financial' ioarnal in London 
and labelled " marked copy." Fortun- 
ately I am known by reputation by all 
the leading financial newspapers over 
there, and as a consequence only one 
not very prominent journal — The Share- 
holder — copied the article, but in their 
succeeding edition they apologized for 
its publication, stating that it had 
slipped in during the editor's absence, 
and was the lirst time their liberality to 
foreign correspondents had been abused 
by slanderous, unfounded and untruth- 
ful statements. 

"The statements of these mining 
journals, I am sure, are not the senti- 
ments of the British Columbia public. 
We are here to make mines, not to 
prospect and barter claims. Heretofore 
the mistake with many companies has 
been to get a lot of properties and de- 
velop them, or try to develop them all 
at once, instead of making a mine of one 
of them and securing the confidence of 
the public 

"Our North Forks properties com prise 
nearly 1,000 acres of claims, but before 
anything else is done mines will be made 
of the Tancier and Waverly. We are 
building a wagon road from Albert Can- 
j'on to the mines, a distance of tweiuy- 
tive miles, and before Christmas will 
sliip to Swansea, via Vancouver, in all 
probability 1,000 ii tons of ore that 
will go $100 tothe ton. These mines are 
in the same mineral belt as the Hall 
mines, and are much richer than those 
in the Lardeau district. We are prac- 
tically the first in that section, and thus 
the people are almost incredulous when 
they hear of the great richness in the 
mineral deposits. 

" Many assays have been made from 
the Tangier running 8 ounces in gold 
and €0 ounces in sil ver, while the aver- 
age assay of the Waverly is half an 
ounce in gold and 140 ounces in silver. 
A railroad is to be built from the mines 
to the C.l'.R. When this is done we 
will ship 5,000 tons of ore a week. We 
are after results, and results we must 
and shall have. If this does not silence 
our detractors some wise men who have 
the interests of the province at 
heart should secure the establiehmentof 
a Mining Journal in the province whose 
journalistic methods would command 
the respect of the outside world and 
which would be recognized as an author- 
ity on mining matters. At present the 
English financial journals have a very 
poor opinion of the men who write tlie 
weak, childish nonsense sent to them us 
" marked copy." 

"We have been accused of buying 
prospect" for a merp song and floating 
them in Engiand. We have spent $700,- 
000 in caeli. I, personally, have spent 
$1)0,000 in cash. 1 have in ('xcliancri! 
stock that I viihu' highly, Imt if our 
properties are not succHasfui (jroducors i 
lose wliat I have ventured. 

" Something wiip said about the price 
obtained for the Waverly. We wanted 
$1,000,000 for it, but when we decided to 
acquire the adjoining property a ma- 
jority were in favor of disposing of it'fcr 
lialf that price that the deal might be 
coriKuniuiateil readily. We accepted 
$300,01)0 eventually, but only received 
$5 000 in cash, taking the balance in 
stock at par. 

" The same system adopted at the 
Forks will be adopted at Phillips Arm, 
We have twenty-live properties known 
as the Channe group, but only two of 
them we will make mines of, the Tom 
Moore and the Old Guard, the most 
promising of the group. Men will 
put on these pro|>eitiea very soon to 
develop them to the shipping stage."

To THE Editou:— So much has been 
rsaid about the Ghilcoot Pass, Chi|cat 
Pass and White Pass that there is some 
danger of passing over or neglecting one 
of the best routes — indeed the very beat 
— into the Yukon country, and one which 
already has tlie approval of one of the 
best judge of routes in Canada — G. M. 
Dawson, director of the Oanadian Geo- 
logical Survey. There is not the slight- 
est doubt but the route by Tealin lake 
from Stickeen \a the beat from the Pacific 
to the Yukon region; and it is not con- 
lined to the western part of that region, 
near the l llst meridian of longitude, but 
is a central route, accessible to the Por- 
•cupine, Stewart and Pelly rivera, with 
their head-waters, including the outlet 
. of Teslin lake, a magnificent river, capa- 
ble of floating larger vesaele than even 
the main river of the Yukon. The bead- 
"waters of the rivers mentioned are all 
eastward of the Yukon, and therefore 
are reached by the Teslin Lake route 
without having to overcome the steep 
and stormy passes north of the Juneau 
and Lynn Canal route. The block ot 
"miners' efTecta " near Juneau shows 
the insufficiency of that route, notwith- 
standing the pufTa it has received. The 
Stickeen-Teslin route will be open next 
spring, and there will be no delays as at 
the Coast range. Steamers will be placed 
on the route, in time, to bring in sup- 
plies for Yukon, for the opening of navi- 
gation on Teslin lake in 1S9S.

THE !S 100,000 iSTKEET LOAN. 

To THE Editor: — No one will question 
the necessity for our streets being at- 
tended to, and we bad strong hopes that 
the present council would have done 
better in this way than the previous 
-council did— but we are sorely disap- 
pointed. The present council is sadly 
wanting in every respect. Our streeta 
never looked more ragged and uncared 
for— grass, paper and dirt in all direc- 
tions. What guarantee have we that 
the $100,000 would be wisely and pro- 
perly spent? None whatever. I be- 
lieve firmly that neither the council, 
city surveyor or road overseer are quali- 
fied to carry out properly any public 
work or road making. Experience 
proves this^ assertion. The $100,- 
■000 loan would create a perman- 
ent charge on the city revenue 
of !f4,000, whereas the street improve- 
ments would be temporary and inef- 
ficient. The mayor and council should 
know by this time that the people will 
not trust them with the expenditure of 
any public money beyond the ordinary 
revenue, the greater part of which is now 
spent oh an army of unnecessary ofiScials. 
On commercial lines, half the number is 
sufficient. 

It is to be hoped the council will not 
put the city to the expense of voting on 
the proposed bylaw; the cost which 
would be incurred could be very wisely 
spent on the streets. V/hat can be 
thought of a city council who at this 
stage in the life of our city will lay down 
a wooden sidewalk in Government street? 
They must be considered behind the age. 
With a liiitle management the property 
owners concerned would no doubt con- 
tribute half the cost of a concrete side- 
walk.

Canada, This will be the Mecca of thou- 
aaude of adventurers. The present oc- 
casion differe from previons gold excite- 

mentB in one very important particular. 
When the diggings in California were 
made known to the world, months of ar- 
duous travel were needed to reach them. 
So, too, in the case of Australia, and even 
more bo waa it true in ,thf case of Oarir 
bool Now five or six days will bring the 
adventurers to the British Columbia 
cities, the nearest commercial points to 
the new El Dorado, from any point in 
Nortli America ; and less than two weeks 
will bring them here from Europe. Six 
days, more will see them on the 
head waters of the Yukon. This 
fict will brinK on the rush of 
Rold seekers quickly. We" believe that 
both Victoria and Vancouver must pre- 
pare for an inrusli of people such aa no 
part of the continent ever experienced. 

Efrorta must be made to secure as 
much of the proapective trade as possi- 
ble for our cities. There need be no 
jealousy on thia subject. If the niah ia 
what there is reason to expect it will be, 
both Victoria and Vancouver will be 
taxed to their utmost to supply the de- 
mand for goods and the permanent trade, 
after the outfitting ia over, will for years 
to come be simply enormous. 

THE " BALANCE OF TRADE." 

A correspondent takes exception to 
the views expreased in the Colon ist as 
to the meaning of the returns of exports 
and imports, and asks for further infor- 
mation. We are not surprised, for it is 
only very recently that the fallacy of 
the old " balance of trade " theory has 
been generally reeosnized. So good a 
publicist as Sir Leonard Tilley, in intro- 
ducing the National Policy, told the 
Houae of Commons that he hoped to be 
able to restore the equilibrium between 
exports and imports ; and President Har- 
rison, in one o£ his mesa.Tges to Con- 
gress, expressed hia profound gratifica- 
tion because the exports of the United 
States exceeded the imports during the 
previous year by a large sum, claiming 
that the excess represented the profit of 
the country on ita foreign trade. Later 
ho saw the absurdity of hia position, and 
in Bubaequent references to the subject 
was careful to speak of the difference be- 
tween the exports and imports as " the 
merchandise balance." Even this ex- 
pression is deceptive, as a few facts will 
sliow. 

Suppose that a thousand miners outfit 
in the United States for the Yukon, 
taking wilh them sfl.OOO worth of goods 
each, or $1,000,000 in all- These goods 
being regularly entered at the Customs 
House would appear as "Imports, sfl,- 
000,000." Now suppose these same 
miners after consuming their outfit take 
!f5,000,000 in gold out of the country and 
report the shipments to the Custom 
House, as theyou^ht in point of fact to 
do, this irold would figure as " Exports 
$5,000,000," and according to the old 
balance of trade theory the country 
would be just $4,000,000 ahead on the 
transaction, while aa a matter of fact it 
would be a very large loser by it. Take 
another caae: Suppose a number of Vic- 
toria merchants ship if 1,000,000 of 
goods to South America and sell 
them to such advantage that they 
are able to bring back $2,000,000 of 
South American products, the transac- 
tion would appe.ar on the books as " Im- 
porta, $2,000,000"; "Exports, $1,000,- 
covered in British Columbia. When we 000 and the old theorists would eay 
recall that Williams Creek in Cariboo tlio country lost a million, while in point 
yielded $25,000,000 in less than two of fact it really gained that much. Sup- 
miles and Lightning Creek $12,000,000 in i pose again that a man owes $100,000 in 



tricacy of the problem, to make the 
year's foreign trade balance and show 
what had been made and what had been 
lost, would be almost inconceivable. All 
trade transactions balance in some way. 
There must be an equilibrium between 
exports and imports, however it is es- 
tablished. If the exchange of mer- 
chandize does not balance, and it never 
does, then there must be a transference 
of credits to establish the balance. It it 
cannot be doiio by means of credits, 
then there must be remittances o£ bul- 
lion. Here is the explanation of the ex- 
ports of gold which make so much dis- 
cussion in the United States. 



THE MINING OUTLOOK 

AND BUSINESS. 

' Yesterday, as a sort of pleasantry, tbe 
CoLomsT, after speaking in an editorial 
paragraph of the fine showing made on 
Lorne creek, said that if any new strikes 
were reported the account would be 
found elgmvhere in the paper. After 
the paragraph wag in type news came of 
tho great discoveries elsewhere on the 
Takon, and presumably on Stewart 
river. This news ia probably correct, 
for reports to the same etl'ect have been 
received from the Yukon valley on sev- 
eral occasions recently. It is impossible 
to set a limit at present to the number 
and value of the strikes that may be 
made on tbe Canadian Yukon. . 

The news from Xiorne creek excited 
great interest, and very properly bo, as it 
proves that the old river channels in that 
part of the province are likely to be very 
rich. Westward of Lorne creels, that is 
on Hie otlier side of the mountain range, 
in which the creek rises, good placers 
have been found. The section has only 
been very superficially prospected. 
Several excellent quartz mines have 
been found, and one or more are being 
developed. We think it may be taken 
for granted that the Sl-:eena will 
become a very important gold producer. 
The workings are so near at hand that 
they will prove more attractivtf to many 
people than richer ground farther away. 
No one can say that the Yukon placers 
are richer than those that may be dis- 



OUR NEIGHBORS ARE ANXIOUS. 

It is proverbial that drowning men 
catch at straws, and the Seattle people 
have shown this by the way they have 
drawn barrels of comfort out of some 
remarks wrongfully attributed to Mr. 
Foulkes. 

The truth of the matter is that our 
Seattle friends are very considerably agi- 
tated at present, and with very good 
reason. They worked hard for the 
Yukon trade and got a good deal of it. 
They believed they had it coralled, but 
to their inexpressible disgust find that 
they have no greater hold on it than they 
can get by the closest possible figuring 
and the most skillful catering to the 
needs of consumers. 

They may make up their minds to one 
thing, namely, that the collection of 
duties is not a " mere bluff on the part 
of Victoria niercliantg." They have 
really no right to complain, and as a 
matter of fact they do not complain, of 
the action of the Oanadian government 
and tbe determination of the Victoria 
merchants to secure the business. There 
is a little mild frenzy in San Francisco 
and otliei- i)ointa over the fiict that the 
autliorities at Washington have met the 
reasonable demands of the Canadian 
government in a fair spirit, hut this will 
soon pass away. If our friends in tbe 
United States are allowed to go into the 
Canadian Yukon and dig gold on the 
same footing as British subjects, tliey 
had better thank their stars for that 
privilege and not embitter the Canadian 
people by seeking to throw obstacles in 
the way of trade between two portions 
of Canadian territory.

The rush to Klondyke has only eom- 
menced and like a mighty stream seems 
to gather strengtli as it rolls along. 
There is no thirst like the thirat for 
gold, and although the Coast has bo far 
furnished' the pasBengers for the North, 
the fame of the wouderfal finds has 
caused intense excitement all over the 
continent, and from all quarters an army 
of eager gold hunters have started for 
the Coast to embark for the Yukon. 
The crowded condition of each steamer 
that leaves shows the difliculty of ac- 
commodating all who wish to take pas- 
sage. There ia a regular fleet of steamers 
kept busy on the route North and 
yet the cry is for more. 
Messrs. F. C. Davidge it Co. 
are about to add another ves- 
sel to these, and this time a big 
one with enormous accommodation. 
Tliis is the steamship Bristol that for 
some time past has been lying idle in 
Kequimalt harbor. She was formerly 
known as the Costa Rica, and with a 
tonnage of 3,500 she can carry 1,000 pas- 
sengers and an enormous amount of 
freight and live stock. Messrs. Davidge 
i*c Go. having chartered the vessel will at 
once have her fitted up for the Northern 
route, and juat as soon as possible she 
will sail from Victoria. 

Now that it is beginning to be under- 
stood across the Sound that the Canadian 
customs have oflicera placed on the trails 
into the ^'ukon to collect duties, British 
Columbia coast cities will tiave tlic trade 
of outlitting the miners, and conse- 
quently there will be a great (.leal more 
freight loaded at Victoria than hitherto 
for tbe North.

A very important judgment was given 
by the Chief Justice yesterday in the 
case of Gordon v. the City of Victoria. 
The trial was held at Vancouver in May 
last and the jury brought in their find- 
ings on May 20, awarding !|;10,000 dam- 
ages in the event of judgment for the 
plaintiff. The Chief Justice, befcre 
whom the trial took place, yesterday 
gave hia decision on the motion Cor judg- 
ment. Mr. Charles Wilson, Q. C, and 
Mr. L. Crease appeared for plaintill"; 
and Messrs. Robert Casaidv antl C. D. 
Mason for the city. The full text of the 
judgment follows : 

As bearing upon this case the follow- 
ing summary of the law taken from the 
Law Times of May 22nd last, may be 
usefully quoted : , "It was at one time 
generally considered that any person in- 
jured by the non-performance of a sta- 
tutory duty was entitled to recover 
against the person on whom this duty 
rested (cf. Couch vs. Steel, :> V,. <k B., 
■i02 ; llartnell va. Rvde GomTiiiHsioners, 
S L. T. Rep,, 574 ; -I'B. ct S., 3(iL) This 
proposition can no longer be accepted as 
correct, and an important distinction 
lias now been established between mis- 
feasance anil non-feasance. 

" In the case of non-feasance, i.e., the 
omission to perform some duty irapoaed 
by the statute, no action for damages 
will lie, except at the instance of a per- 
son who can show that the statute im- 
posed on the defendante a duty tow ards 
himself which they negligently failed to 
perform : (Sanitary CommiBsioners of 
Gibraltar v. Orfila, 63 L. T. Rep., G2: 15 
App. Cas, at p. Ill ; Atkinson vs. New- 
castle Waterworks Co., 36 L. T. Rep,, 
701; 2 Ex. Div. l-H.) 

" Thus, although by section M!) of the 
Public Health Act, 1S75, the duty ia im- 
posed on an urban sanitary authority for 
repairing the highways in their district, 
a peraon who has sustained injuries re- 
sulting from the omission of the author- 
ity to perform this duty, has no cause of 
action: Cowley vs. Newmarket Local 
Board, 67 L. T. Pep., 480; (1892) A. C. 
345). Upon the satne principle, if a 
water works company put down a lire- 
plug in a highway which, although hav- 
ing no defect in itself, becomes danger- \ 
oua owing to the roadway being worn 
away, no action shall lie at the instaiu^e 
of the party injured either against the 
water works company (Moore vs. Lam- 
l)tM,li Water Worka Co., 55 L. T. Lep., 
;!0!»; (■). H. Div. IH'J) or against the hiiili- 
way autliorilv, fl'liotnaon vs. Miivor of 
Brichlon, 70 L. '1'. Hep. tiOd : (ISDl") 1 tj. 
I). \):V1). Nor does it make any dillVrence 
that the (liitica of both aiUhoritits are 
combined in Uiii same body: (I'liomeon 
vs. Mayor of Brighton, Sa|).) The case 
of Gloasop V3. laleworth Local Board, 40 
L, T. Rep., 73(), 12 Ch. Div. lOii) fur- 
nishes another example of the applica- 
tion of this principle.

their district, and, in conBequence of 
their having omitted to perform this 

luty, a nuisance was caused to the in- 
jury of the plaintill'. Lord Justice 
James, in giving jinlgment for the de- 
fendants, said : "If the iiet'leut to per- 
form a public tluty for the whole of the 
district ia to enable anybody and every- 
body to bring a distinct action l)Rcan,se 
ho has not iiad the advantage he other- 
wise would be entitled to have if the act 
had been properly put into execution, 
it appears to me the country would be 
buying its immunity from nuisances at 
a vsry dear rate indeed, by the subBtitu- 
ti on of a far more formidable nuieance 
in the litigE^tion and expense that would 
be occasioned by opening aiich a door to 
litigious persons, or to personB whomiglit 
be anxious to make profit and costs out 
of this act of parliament. This decision 
h.us recently been followed in the case of 
Robinson vs. the Corporation of Work- 
ington, (75 L. T. Rep., (174 ; (1807) 1 
B.,iil9), where the sewers, though prop- 
erly constructed and in good repair, were 
so insufficient that the sewerage over- 
flowed into the plaintiff's bouses.. It 
was tliere held that tbe plaintiff bad no 
cause of action. 

"On the other hand, it must be borne 
in mind, if the case of misfeasance, as 
opposed to mere non-feasance, can 
be established, if that which was done 
was itself a legal wrong apart from the 
provisions of ~tbe statute, a person in- 
jured thereby has a good cause of action. 
Thus in cases where a local authority 
put a defective grating in a highway, 
and where they failed to keep a barrel 
drain in proper repair, they have been 
held liable for misfeasance: (White vs. 
Hindley Local Board, 82 L.T. Rep. -KiO; 
L.R.L.(,).B. 21',1; Borough of Bathurst 
vs. Mcpherson, I App. Gas. 25(1). So, 
too, a vestry was held liable, which had 
sunk a water meter in a street, nntl 
allowetl the iron flap, which covered it, 
to become slippery and dangerous: 
(Hlackmoro vs. The Vestry of Mile Knd 
( )ld Town, hi L.T. Rep. SO!) ; 9 Div, 
151). .\gain, if a local authority con- 
etriict sevverage works ao defectively as 
to caiiae a nuisance, or if they drain 
their sewerage into the plaintilPa atreani, 
they will be liable: (Goldsmid vs. Tnni- 
bridge Wells Commissioners, 15 L.T, 
Rep. 332; L.R. 1 Oh. 349)." 

Tlio present action was by a widow to 
recover datnagea against the corporation 
of the city of Victoria and the Couaoli- 
ilated Ihiilway Comjiany, 011 account of 
the death of her liusband, which on- 
curreil on the 2()tb May, IS'JIi, while the 
deceaaed was riding on a tramc;ar of the 
defendant company, and travelling over 
a bridge within the liniita of the city of 
Victoria. The jury having acquitted 
the tramway company of negligence, 
judgment was entered for them at the 
trial. On tbe day in question, which 
was a holiday, the deceased, Jesse B. 
Gordon, was a passonger on a densely 
crowded tramcar going to a naval re- 
view being held in the neighborhood of 
Ksquiinalt, to which place the company 
ran cars from Victoria, passing over 
two bridges on the way, the Orat Rock 
Bay britlge the second Point EUice 
bridge. 

On reaching Point Ellico bridge, an- 
other car, ainiilarly crowtled. was juet 
ahead of the car in <iueslion, and liiid 
emerged from tlie bridge on the I'^aqui- 
niiilt end just aa thia car commenced to 
croEs. It was a truss bridge, containing 
two spans, and upon the car reaching the 
first span the bridge collapsed, and the 
car plunged through into tlio water be- 
low, and fifty and more passengers, in- 
cluding Jeese B. Gordon> were drowned, 
or Killed by tbe falling timbers. 

The bridge was not built by the muni- 
cipal corporation, neither was it within 
the corporate limits at the time of its 
construction. It was built under con- 
tract for the provincial government in 
tlic year 1885, and was then outside the 
city limits. The limits were extended 
in Ohe year 1890, the oxtenriioii taking 
ell'ect on January 8, 1891, bo as to es- 
preasly-inolude Point Ellice bridge, The

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and it wiis constructed partly of wood 
and partly of iron. The sjmaa were two 
■ of 120 feet and two of 150 feet long, sup- 
ported by iron cylinder piers, of which 
tlbere were four, The floor system of 
the bridge was connected with the trues 
by means of iron hangers, which were 
oricinally let into the woodon floor 
beams, tbrouith holes bored for the pur- 
posoi and fastened beneath by iron 
plates secared by nots: the vertical 
posts and hfp verticals, diagonals and 
counters, and also the sway jods being 
connected with the hanger by means of 
an iron pin, which was passed through 
the bend or eye of the hanger, thus 
holding the top structure and flooring 
togetlier. 

The bridf,'e was designed to bear 1,000 
pounds per lineal foot, with a factor of 
safety for live, that is to say, tliat al- 
thounh the designed cai)acity of the 
bridpe would - bo 1,000 pounds to ttie 
lineal foot^ yet its extreme li init of safe- 
ty would be live times that load. The 
bridge, liowever, did not oome up to its 
design, that is to Bay, its weight ex- 
ceeded the estimate by .'501) pounds per 
lineal foot, so that its designed capacity 
should bo place(i at only 700 pounds per 
lineal loot, and its factor of safety ns 
shown by thu evidence, instead of being 
Jive, was only four and one half. 

The bridge then being designed for an 
ordinary traflic of 700 pounds to the 
lineal foot, that weight must not ordin- 
arily be exceeded. To do so would be to 
reduce the factor of safety. The ordin- 
ary traffic of the bridge, without tram- 
cars, would exhaust its designed capa- 
city of 700 pounds to the foot. 

In the year ISilO, a company named 
"The National I'.lectric Tramway i<: 
Lighting Company, Limited Jjiability," 
obtained a private act (Cap. 5'2), em- 
powering them to construct, maintain, 
and operate, tramways over the bridges 
between Victoria and Kstiuiraalt, includ- 
ing, of course, the bridge in question, 
and under that authority, the company 
was operating cars at the time of the 
extension of tlie city limits. Such oper- 
ation was subject to the supervision of 
the chief commissioner of lands and 
works, and at the time of the extension 
of the limits the cars which were oper- 
ated by the company were less than half 
'the weight and carrying capacity of the 
car in use at the time of the accident. 
By the extension of the limits, the con- 
trol and management of the bridge pass- 
ed from the chief commissioner of lands 
and works to the civic authorities, who, 
nniler section 90 of the Municipal Act, 
1891, sections 8'J, 100,113, llil, and 120, 
had power to pass bye-laws for purposes 
of regulating the traffic thereon, and in 
all matters relating thereto. The 57 V'icJt. 
Chap. ()i>, after reciting an agreement 
■with the city of Victoria, dated 20th No- 
vember, 1888, for the running of tram- 
ways within the city, the 33rd clause of 
which agreement stipulated that the par- 
ties of the second part (of whom the 
company were the successors) mightcon- 
atruct and operate street railways over 
any bridge in the city, provided that they 
eboald at their own expense furnish and 
lay a new flooring over any bridge so 
crossed, and provided also that the lo- 
cation of any such bridge line, and the 
work done thereon and the material pro- 
vided therefor should be to the salistac- 
tion of the city surveyor, enacts under 
section 12, that in addition to the powers 
conferred by the agreement, the com- 
pany might, " upon the terms and con- 
ditions as fully set forth in the agree- 
ment, lay their tracks and operate their 
railways upon and along (among other 
])laees), the bridges lying in and between 
Victoria and ICpquimalt." Under these 
powers, then, the city had full authority 
to dictate the size, character and weight 
of the cars to be run upon the bridges, 
and it appears that after the city had 
taken control, cars of double the weight 
and capacity of the former cars were 
permitted to operate there, the cars 
weighing, together with trucks and mo- 
tors, about ten tons. This added to the 
ordinary traffic of the bridge, would, of 
course, ' materially reduce the faolor of 
safety; and, besides this, the elastic 
strain of the bridge, wbicli is only half 
of the breaking strain, would be exceed- 
ed, and the bridge thereby permanently 
injured. On the 31st of Jlay, 1891, the 
city authorities were informed by a let- 
ter written to their engineer by one 
West, a practical bridge builder, and 
laid before the council, that the bridge 
was decidedly unsafe, owing to the 
tramway traflic. Th e leltersaid : "In ray 
mind all that is recjuired to tip thespans 
np the Gorge is a strong west wind aided 
with a little assistance from the tram- 
cars. Although none of my business, I 
deem it my duty for the safety of the 
public to notify you, aa you may not be 
aware of the danger which is lurking 
there." Nothing was done, however, in 
response to this warning until the month 
of June, 1802, when an accident hap- 
pened owini; to the breaking of one of 
the floor beams whilst the car was pass- 
intr over it. This accident and its tein- 
jiurary r<!))air was imme<liately reported 
to tlio council by their engineer, who also 
reported that eight more of the lloor 
boains were rotten, and recommenileil 
the putting in of iron beams throughout, 
at a cost of $l,r)0O. No action was taken 
until 20th of June, when the city ciit;in- 
eer wrote the council: "1 beg to call 
your attention to the fact that tramcars 
and heavily loaded wagons still cross 
Point Ellice bridge, although that struc- 
ture was reported unsafe for such traffic 
at a meeting of the council held on the 
15th inst., and a notice to the same ef- 
fect published in one of the daily news- 
papers. If the bridge ia not closed at 
once, a serious accident is liable to occur 
at any moment, as the bridge is in 
a decidedly dunu'crous condition." The 
council then dutormined to repair the 
bridge by merely replacing the rotten 
beams with new wooden ones, leaving 
the rest untouched. Tliey also author- 
ized the then tramway company to exe- 
cute certain other works on the hrid(,'e. 
The city put in nine new lloor beams 
and the tramway company put in wood- 
en longitudinal etrniger.'j, 10>:12, under 
each rail for the length of the bridf^e, 
and divided the planking, which had 
lutherto extendeil the complete width of 
the bridge, diagonally and without 
break, into sections, thus enabling them 
to lay their rails upon the stringers in- 
stead of upon the planking as heretofore. 
The whole work was done under the 
supervision of the engineer. In putting 
in the new beams, it was deemed better, 
instead of boring holes through the 
btams to a Imit of the hangers, to pass 
the hanger^ louud the ends of the new 
beams, in the form of a stirrup. This 
rfcjuired longer and Jilferently shaped 
i'angers. F.ir this piirpoje aa many of 
the old h.mgora aa had been used in 
the old beams were taken to a black- 



smith's, nnd were each severed in 
two places, and pieces of fresh iron 
spliced or welded into them, so as to 
increase them to the required length, 
and iu this shape were attached to the 
beams, and connected as the hangers 
were formerlj'. Iron welded in this way 
is of treacherous capacity. The rails for 
passage of the cars were laid on the side 
of the bridge. Tlio eQect of this was, of 
course, to cast the weight on that side, 
and the cutting of the flooring into sec- 
tiona added somewhat to that weight, in 
that the burthen was no 16nger ; diatri- 
buted to the Bame^^extenb bb when the 
flooring was intadt. But the plaintiff's 
witness, Bell, attaches bat trifling im- 
portance to the cutting and 'change iu 
the flooring, and as there is' ho finding 
regarding this matter by the jury, tlie 
accident cannot bo attributed to this 
cause. The plans and specifications of 
the original construction of the bridge 
wore at all times open to inspection 
at the government ofHces, as well 
as the strain sheet, showing what the 
capacity of the bridge was designed to 
be. Vet the city oflicers never inspected 
thoiii, and the evitlenco shows that no 
intelligent repairs or supervision of the 
bridge and the load it.could carry could 
be made or liad without such inspection. 
The bridge was never constructed to 
carry cars at all, much leas cars of the 
weight permitted by the city. The 
ordinary carrying capacity of the bridge, 
as before stated, was 700 pounds to the 
lineal foot, or a total of about si.x: and 
one half tons in the panel of 18 feet 9 
inches, wberess the car itself was ten 
tons, and at the time of the aoqident, 
load and all, weighed twenty tons or 
more than three times the ordinary cap- 
acity of the panel. 

Immediately after the accident, the 
corporation caused the broken portions 
of the bridge to be removed, and one of 
the old hangers was found to be broken 
and disconnected at the eye or bend, but 
still attached to the beam. Mr. liell, 
who examined the wreckage at the time, 
iu conjunction with the city engineer, 
and who reported thereon to the corpor- 
ation but the particulars of whose re- 
port were not iu evidence at the trial, 
when asked whether there were any 
other broken hanger, or stirrup, says: 
" No, I think not. If my memory serves 
me right, there was one missing, but I 
don't remember any broken, but one." 

The findings of the jury, in reply to 
the several questions pat to them, are 
that the prosimate cause of the accident 
was the breaking of a hanger. This they 
consider proved by the fact that one was 
broken, and no other strain so great 
could have been put ui)on it at the time 
of the accident aa that caused by the car 
pissing over it:, and they add: "Wo 
further think the missing hanger 
strengthens tiiia conclusion." In reply 
t ) the question ; "Was the corpcr.ilion 
blameablefor such cause? And how?" 
they reply: " Yes, because having been 
made aware of the bad condition of the 
bridge through the report of the engineer 
and otherwise, they attempted repairs, 
but the work was not done sufliciently 
well to strengthen the structure. In our 
opinion it was their duty to first ascer- 
tain the carrying capacity of the bridge 
before allowing saca heavy cars to pass 
over it." Then the jury find that al- 
though they could readily have acq^aired 
that information the corporation at the 
time of the repairs in 1892 did not know 
tlio plan and design of the bridge, the 
method of construction and the nature 
of the material employed, and the capa- 
city of the bridge ; and they also find 
that the corporation, with a view to in- 
creased traffic, and the use by the com 



ized, if it bo done without negligence, 
although it does occasion damage to 
auvone. Hut an action does lie for doing 
that which the legislature has author- 
ized, if it be done negligently." (At P. 
-h"j5). And, contines Blackburn, J. : "I 
think that if by a reasonable use of their 
powers, the damage could be prevented. 
It is within this rule, negligence, nob to 
make such reasonable '-use of their 
powers." 

But this language must be read sub- 
ject to the qualification that the exer- 
cise of power is something of a positive, 
and active character, as pointed out in 
Thomson vs. Mayor of Brighton, 9 
Rep. 118, where A. L. Smith, L.J., 
says in reference to the language of 
Blackburn, J., above quoted: '"I do 
not doubt this as a general proposition, 
but I must point out that Lord Black- 
bum waa not dealing with the case 
of the liability or nou-liability of sur- 
veyors of highways, which ia in it- 
self peculiar, (and municipal corpora- 
tions hero stand in the same position 
as the surveyors of highways there), If 
this general proposition be applied to the 
case of a surveyor of rainvnye, it appears 
to me that his immunity from being 
sued for nonfeasance would bo gone. By 
a reasonable exercise of his powers ho 
could always repair a highway, and 
according to that proposition he would 
be guilty of negligence and liable to be 
sued if hb did not do so. Buffbis is not 
the law. Moreover, this same argument 
was addressed to the House of Lords in 
Cowley's case (1892). App. Caa. 345, and 
though the caiie of Geddes ya. Bann 
Reservoir Fro. was not cited, others to 
the like effect were. It will '.be seen 
that they were dealt with by Lord Her- 
schell iu Cowley's ca&e, and held not to 
apply." 

Aiid Davey, L.J,, says : "It may be 
conceded that the corporation is under a 
legal obligation to make such arrange- 
ments that works of whatever nature 
under their care shall not become a 
nuisance. But the queBtion remains iu 
what respect liave the corporation failed 
to discbarge tins legal obligation, and ia 
there any riirht of action in respect to 
such default? Turn the case anyway 
you will, it seems to me that you will 
come back to the proposition that the 
breach of duty was iu not repairing the 
highway, and for that no action sviU lie." 

That seems precisely the case hero. 
Tarn these flndineB asyou will and they 
come back to the same thing, n neglect 
of the coi poralion to exercise the powers 
they possessed. They might, and prob- 
ably should, have passed by-laws pre- 
venting heavy tramcars running, as well 
as heavy tratlic of any kind beyond the 
capacity of the bridge, but the action 
does not lie for omitting to pass a by- 
law. (Ogston vs. Aberdeen Tram Co., 
1807, Appeal Ca?. ])er Lord Watson, p. 
120), nor for mere omission to repair or 
to (lo anything else. All these omitted 
duties come within the scope of the im- 
munity for nonfeasance, and are uotmis- 
feasance. 

In the Sanitary Commissionera of Gib- 
raltar vs. IJrflla, 15 App. Cas. 100, which 
was a case wbero a retaining wall had 
originally been built by the government, 
but afterwards it came under the control 
of the Sanitary CommisBionere, it is re- 
marked that; "If the accident was due 
to original defects in the structure of the 
wall, and the commissioners' only fault 
was to neglect to repair that defect, there 
will bo no liability." 

In the Mersey Docks case, L. R. 1 H. 
L., 104, Lord Biackburn says : "In every 
case the liability of a body created by 
statute must be determined upon a true 
interpretation of the statutes under

beyond the strength of the bridge to 
carry. 

But negligentas all this may show the 
corporation to haye been, culpably bo, 
criminally perhaps, doesit carry the case 
beyond mere nonfeasance? 

It is not sulBoient to show general 
negligence on the part of the corpora- 
tion. Of that, apparently, there is 
plenty, but the plaintiff must show a 
negligent act " whereby " the accident 
occurred. (Wright v. Midland Railway 
Co., 51 L. T. &;!!),) Met. Ry. Co. v. Jack- 
son e'v: R., 3 App. Cm. 

The cause of the accident, they tind, 
was the break int: of a hanger; to lind 
any other cause now, wouUl be incon- 
sistent with their findings, and on mo- 
tion for jadsment I am bound by the 
findings. If they had found that the 
hanger was one of the corporation stir- 
rups, and that it broke because of the 
welds, o." defective welding, that, proba- 
bly, would have been a suflicieut case 
of'malfeasaaoe; but the jury are careful 
not to find this. On the contrary, their 
linding negatives the breaking of a 
welded stirrup as the cause of the acci- 
dent. They merely say that they think 
the missing hauger strengthens the con- 
cUiaiou that it was the breaking of 
a hanger which caused the accident, 
and when asked to express their 
belief whether any of the substituted 
stirrups put in by the corporation 
broke, either nt the wekla or oiherwiae, 
and liow, the jury rcjdy : "There ij no 
eviilcnur to show, but in our opinion the 
missing stirrup hanger must have 
broken at cho we'ds, otlierwiso it would 
have been found attached to the floor 
beams." All of which simply means 
that it waa one of the original hangers 
which broke and caused the accident, 
and that as a consequeuce, although 
there is no evidence to ebowj the miss- 
ing stirrup hanger broke also at the 
welds. The cause of the accident is 
therefore not in any way connected with 
the substituted sti'mips put iu by the 
corporalijn. Then the fimiintis of in- 
sutliciency in the repairs to the bridge, 
the corporalion'a neglect to conault the 
plans and design of the bridge before 
uuiking repairs, is a more lindinir of non- 
feasance, again and falls far short of any 
positive act causing the accident. 

It is nowhere found or susigeateil that 
the repairs caused the accident, or in 
any way weakened the bridge, although 
tliey might not have strengthened it. 

That the corporation permitted to run 
cars beyond the capacity of the bridge to 
carry, merely means that the corpora- 
tion failed to exercise ther powers 
(whether by by-law or otherwise), of 
regulating traffic on the bridge. Non- 
feasance at most, just the eamo aa if 
they had permitted too heavy wagons to 
IKiss over the bridge. iv> • 

In Geddes vs. Ban Beservoir, 8 App. 
Cas. 130, Lord Blackburn says: "I 
take it that it is now thoroughly estab- 
lished that MO action will lie fordoing 
that which Ihd legislature has author- 



oral Municipal Actof this province, there 
is the more power without the obliga- 
tion, BO that the principle relieving for 
nonfeasance seems a fortiori to apply. 
And in the Orfila case, at page -111, Lord 
Blackburn continues: "It is a material 
consideration that the injury complained 
of arose not from any act of tbo coramls- 
sioners or their servants, but from their 
nonfeasance. Their Lordabipa do not 
wish to suggest that comnaissioners or 
other public trustees who have no pe- 
cuniary interest in the trusts which they 
administer can escape liability when they 
are negligent in the active execution of 
the trust. It is an implied condition of 
statutory powers that, when exercised 
at all, they shall be executed with duo 
care. ISut in the case of mere noufeas- 
ance, no claim for rcjiaration will lie ex- 
cept at the instance of a person who can 
show that the statute or ordinance under 
which they act, imposed on the I'ummis- 
r'sioners a duty towards himself which 
they negligently failed to perforin." 

la Pictou vs. Geldert, 1 liep. 117, it 
was held that the transfer of an obliga- 
tion to repair a highway to a public cor- 
poration does not of itself render such 
corporation liable in respect of mere 
nonfeasance. To establish such liability 
the legislature must have used lau- 
guage indicating an intention that 
this liability should be imposed, and in 
the Mutnidi)al Council of Sydney vs. 
Bourke, 11 Rep., 1,S2, it waa decided 
that when a statute empowers a corpor- 
ation of a town to maintain and repair 
the highways of the town, atid the cor- 
poration allows oue of the highways to 
fall into disrepair, in conee(|uenc,o ol 
which a iiieraber of tliei)ublic la irijureii, 
such faiTure to repair being a nonfeas- 
ance, and not a niisleasance, the injured 
jiarty cannot maintain an action, but 
the remedy, if any, is by indictment. 

I am of opinion therefore that upon 
these findings the plaintill cannot have 
judgment, and as I am bound by the 
findings, and cannot, consistently there- 
with, draw any inference of my own 
which would give the plaintiff judgment, 
there seems no course open but to give 
judgment for the defendants.

J 
have no povvtir to award a new trial ; the 
jdaintiir must go to the court of appeal 
for that. Judgment must therefore his 
entered for Ihu defendants. I have al- 
ready dealt with the ((uestion of coats up 
to and including Urst day of trial. Ite- 
gatdiug the other costs the law will take 
its course.

Victoria Party of fiold Seekers 
Leave For the Kloudyke by 
the "Islander." 



Customs Ollicers Accompany Tliem 
to Collect Duties at the 
Caoaaian Border. 



There waa much bustle in town yes- 
terday preliminary to the departure of 
the gold seekers, who sail North on the 
steamer Islander to-day, bound for the 
magic Klondyke. The 0. P. N, esjiect 
there will be 350 passengers aboard 
when the Islander leaves, 250 from the 
States and 100 from British Columbia. 
Carpenters have been busy knocking up 
bunks in every spare place on board, and 
the usually spic and spun saloon now re- 
eemblea the dormitory at the Salvation 
shelter. It looks rough, but there was 
no time for paint or trimmiuga, nnd 
lucky ia the man who will not have to 
stretch himself out on the soft side of a 
plank. 

The first big instalment of the outfits 
of tho Seattle people came over on the 
Kingston yesterday, quite ioO tons of 
freight ontl 100 bead ot horses. The 
Seattle papers have systematically tried 
to give the impression that miners 
bringing outfits from the United States 
will not have to pay Canadian customs 
duties. Consequently there were some 
disgusted men yesterday when they 
learned that as the Ivloniiyke is in Can- 
ada they will have to pay tribute on the 
big outdts of supplies they had pur- 
chased in Senttie. Th(3 greater majority 
of the Seattle men come over by this 
morning's ateamer, and no doubt they 
will not be any more pleaaed than their 
predecessors when they find that to 
gain the trade for their own town the 
Seattle papera have deceived them. 

At the aamo time Victoria haa been 
doing a ruabing businesa in outfitting 
gold seekera and the provision, hard- 
ware and clothing lines have benefited 
accordingly, for orders have been given 
not only for goods to be shipped by the 
Islander, but by the Danube, which sails 
on Sunday. 

Collector Milne spent a busy day yes 
terday, a constant stream of people filing 
into his of&ce at the customs house on 
businesa of some kind connected with 
the \ ukon. It has been decided that 
four customs officers with four special 
constables to assist them shall proceed 
north on thelslander to-day to enforce the 
cuatoms regulations and collect duties at 
the boundary. Mr. John Godson, one 
of the permanent ataff of tiio cuatoms 
house, goes in charge of the party, with 
Mr. T. li. Mclnnea as his aeaiatant. 
Theao two gentlemen will be atationed 
at Dyea and Skagway Bay at the head of 
Lynn canal, while Francis Hinds and 
William H. W. Hall have been appoint- 
ed custotna officers and will be atationed 
at Tagish lake on the boundary, with 
Conatables Frederick Bevan, Wm. John 
Kant, Stewart H. Jackaon, and Daniel 
Greer to assiat tliem. 

Collector Milne explains that the 
Btepa that; have been taken are for the 
purpoae of facilitating the enforcement 
of customs regulations with as little fric 
tion as possible and with due regard to 
the convenience of all concerned. 

Mr. Godson and his assistant at Dyea 
and Skagway Bay are there for the pur- 
pose of instructing all persons taking 
goods to the Yukon as to the rate of du- 
ty to bo paid and, if need be, to make 
out tho necessary papers, eo that the 
duties may bo paid at Tagish Lake and 
certificates bo givan without delay. Tlie 
certificates will enable ttio goods to pass 
the Mounted Police, who are stationed 
further up the Yukon. 

People going in with goods must ob- 
tain theee certificatea, so for greater (;on- 
venience extra clerks will be on duty at 
the customs office here to-day to make 
out papers, that certificates may be ob- 
tained or duties paid before leaving Vic- 
toria, to save all delays on the way. 

Collector Milne points out, too, that 
the season ia now well advanced, and it 
would be advisable to obtain certificates 
here instead of being detained on the 
trail. 

There will be no evasion of the cus- 
toms," said the collector, " for the 

oflicera being sent North have strict in- 
Btructiona to do their duty without fear 
or favor." 

For the information of Americans, it 
may be a 3 well to state that the average 
luty on euch auppliea aa constitute 
miners' outfits is .'iO per ('ent., conae- 
|uent!y it will be seen that it will pay 
better to ljuy aupplir^s in Canada instead 
of brin.;ing them 111 from the Statea. 

One of the best outfitted partieaon the 
Islander will bo that com [)08e(l of Measra. 
H. F. W. I'.ehnaen, .AI. J. Conlin, J. C. 
Byrne, C. Buah, 11. Petticrew, W. 
Randall, Cieorgo (jilbertandJ.il. Mc- 
Gregor. They are leaving Victoria with 
everything complete to stay ayear in the 
Yukon, They take with them besides 
their supplies, lumber for building boats 
and six horses to pack over the trail, 
each man having threo-(|uarter8 of a ton 
of supplies allotted to him. 

Mr. J. Koiierick Roijertaoii, of Nelson, 
general manager for Cansida and the 
I'liited Statea for tho Lontlon and JJiit- 
iah Columbia Gold Fielda, Ltd., will 
be among the paesengera on the fslancler. 
He will return on the aame ateainer, the 
object of hia trip being to atari several 
men out on a proapecting trii) to the 
^■ukon in his com|)any'a intoreats. Mr. 
Harry Bishop, tho genial purser of the 
Rithet, haa been transferred to the 
Islander for the northern trip, Mr. 
Ferguson of the Transfer, taking his 
place on the Kithet. 

IC. D. McLennan, .1. C. McNeill, John 
Bullock, Joe Levy, A. Vaio, John Hep- 
burn, of Victoria, and M. McLeod and 
A. J. High, Nanaimo, are among the 
cabin passengers on the Islander list. 
An old practical mining man at placer 
work, Mr. Woods, has come down from 
Koolenay to try his luck in the Yukon 
and will also sail on to-day'a atoamer.

Althongh everyone must r.dmire tho 

fight Seattle's newspapers are making to 
secure the Yukon outfitting trade for 
their city, the 'nelhoda adopted are in 
some instances far beneath the dignity 
of journalism or the plane of common 
decency. Latterly the policy of the 
Sound press has been to concentrate 
every efTort toward convincing prospec- 
tive miners that outfits purchased in 
Seattle would go into the gold diatrict 
duty free. As they will not, the taak of 
proving this to the ))roapective miners is 
not easy, and in emergency re(30urse la 
had to eome pretty amali e.Kpedients. J. 
F. Foulkes, the tennis crack, can tell of 
one of theee with animation, for he has 
been figuratively aacrificed to make 
Seattle merchants sell a few more pounds 
ot bacon or a few more buahela of beans. 

Mr. Foulkes waa in Seattle last \veek 
to play tennis, and in bis absence hie 
friends here were greatly surprised to see 
in the Post-Intelligencer an Interview in 
which he, as private secretary to the 
Jiritiah Columbia ministeF of mines, 
was quoted thus: 

"I would prefer not to be ciuoted for 
publication, but I can say this— miners 
entering the Northwest territories can- 
not be charged duty upon their outfit, 
such aa clothing, food, etc." 

Now thia would unqueationably have 
been a very fooliah thing for Mr. Foulkes 
or any one else to aay, and aa a matter of 
fact Mr. Foulkes did not say it. The in- 
troductory observation aa toanon-deaire 
for publicity he declareo to be pure fic 
tion ; he was not interviewed on the 
subject during hia afay in the Sound 
city. 

The only occaaion on which during 
his viait the topic was brought up waa 
at a luncheon at the home of Mr. Jamea 
D. Hoge, the manager of tho Post- 
Intelligencer. Mr. Hoge then imiuired 
of his guest what he thought of thia 
question of duty, and Mr. Foulkes re 
plied that he knew absolutely nothing 
about it. His questioner looked sur- 
prised and he added that the collection 
of cuatoms was a Dominion government 
matter with which he had not taken the 
trouble to inform himaclf. 

" Well, but whnt'a your private opin- 
ion," he waa asked, and not thinking 
for an inatant that he waa to be used for 
the making of "copy " ho remarked that 
personally be did not aee why a man 
should be charged duty on hia clothes 
tied up in a bundle any more than he 
should bo on the conienta of hia valiee 
when visiting Seattle. 

Tho convereation waa a private one 
and it went no further. Consequently 
much of the abuse that has been heaped 
upon Mr. Foulkes' heail since the jiub- 
lication of the oateuaible interview haa 
been ill deserved. 

For the information of the public of 
the Sound who may have been ^misled 
by tiiis and other similar publicationa. 
President Kirk of the Board of Trade 
yesterday sent the following letter to tho 
Post-Intelligencer and the Seattle Times, 
iriving briefly the true position of 
alldira ; 

ViCTOitiA, July 27, 1S07. 
Sir, — My attention has been called to 
an article which appeared in the Post- 
Intelligencer on Sunday last, stating that 
prospectors may take their outfits into 
the Northwest Territory without paying 
duty. 

In order that prospectors may not bo 
disappointed, I deem it necessary to ask 

yon to inform them that the Dominion 
ciistoina regulations apply throughout 
Canada, and that no exception will be 
made in the caee of proapectora entering 
the Northweat Territory. 

Dominion cuatoms oflicera will be'eta- 
tioned at Dyea to adviae proapectors 
that duties will bo levied. Other ofli- 
cera will be atationed at Tagish, where 
the proner duties will be rollected. 
These oflicers leave for the North to- 
morrow on the SS. Islander.

Captain Walbran Fixes by Angles tlie Posi- 
tion of Another Uncliartered 
Rock. 

Tlie D. G. S. Quadra returned yester- 
day alternoon from lier J'^ialiery cruise 
to Kiver's Inlet. Captain \Yalbran re- 
ports aU is quiet at the Inlet and Bshing 
is going on, but slowly. The run of sal- 
mon is very small and all the canneries 
a' e putting up amall packs. Many of 
tlie fishermen are leaving for home, be- 
in;; under the impreeaion that the eeasoii 
lor this year is over. The weatlier iu 
the inlet ia very bad, ■with continued 
lieavy rain nnd thick niaty atiiiofl])hero, 
all surrounding objects being more or 
leas obscured. The tiahermon report 
this haa prevailed for weeks. Duiing 
the crniae Captain Walbran fixed by 
angles the poaition of a dangeroua un- 
charted lock oir Addenbrooke Point, at 
the entrance of Schooner Passage, Kiv- 
er'a Inlet. Un thia rock the atcanier 
Swan struck aoino little time ago. The 
rock beara from tho ialet ofl' Adden- 
brooke Point S.E. E., magnetic, dis- 
tant from the south point of the ialet 
three cables. There is 7)^ feet ot water 
on the rock at an extreme low tide, and 
cloBo Bonthward of the rock the water 
deepens rapidly to 31 fathoms.
